Wie again roiurn to tho aubjooi of 
our temporary loans, wbioh wo oon- 
oeive tho Government is not justiflod 
in taxing the oomcnaniLy at th\n time 
to pay off. Tbo debt wan inourr»J in 
ooDsiraoting roadu which are not in- 
tended for the special benefit ot tbo 
oolobists at any one period of tbeii- 
history, bat ior alt future time ; and 
that the present geneiation aboald bo 
■addled with tho entire cost of their 
tormatlon (particularly with our pres- 
ent small population,) is manifestly 
nor<.a8onable. That a sinking lund 
might bo created in order to pay por- 
tions of the debt, us in England, from 
any surplus rovonuo, would be porfoot- 
ly just; and tbo amount bi-ing so 
small, thoro is every probability ihiiL 
in ihe courno ot a tow yoars iho wliolo 
debt could thus bo paid. Meunwhilo 
it bobovos us to tiike advunLugo ol' tho 
Blato of tbo money market to rediioo 
the rate ol inloront asoUon an may bo. 
At iho prfBonl lime tbo crodil of our 
Govornment is good in e'ory sense of 
tho word J our incorao is fully equal 
to our exjiundituro, hcnco our securi- 
tioB stand biyb in ibo market. Why 
not, therefore, ava l oiirHoivos of tins 
fa?or;<blo condition of tbiii;.;8 to ease 
onr burdens by tho reduction of tho 
present enormouB rate of intorest ? — 
a rate nnparalleled under similarly 
fatrorabia opportunities for its reduc- 
tion. It is well known that at this 
moment monoy can bo had at a much 
lower rate ot interest, and tbflt larye 
sams are now going a-begging for in- 
vestment; Ibis stale ol thiiiGrs, however, 
is not likely to last, happily ; the num- 
ber of invoftmenis being likely to in- 
crearto from this lime forward, so tnat 
tho Government should avail itselt ol 
such a favorable period for tho irans- 
■fer of Ibis temporary debt without 
delay. In relation to investment 
there can be no doubt that the Govern-' 
meiit could place tho moooy, the use 
of which is thus saved to the Colony, 
nnder very favorable circumKtancos- 
In a previous articlo wo instanced tbi^ 
iEagle Pass road ; later advices indi> 
cate the groat protiability of tbo 
Kootenay diggings turning out rich ; 
and under any circumslancos the 
necossiiy of uniting ibai po tion ot 
the Colony with our centres of trade 
ADd oommerce by a practicable road, 
has long been felt; and, indeed, the 
i&ct that by our negligoiico In thin 
renpect a very lucrative trade has been 
hitherto lost to ub, reflects voiy little 
oredit on our commorciul enterprise. 
Q.'be tolls lor Fuch a road, evea with 
'{exlBting profipects, wonld soon reim- 
barfle'iDe Government for the outlay 
with intorest; and would bo ungrudg'- 
ingiy paid, as that would bo che only 
moans by which tho trude ot Kootonuy 
could bo prutorved to ; but we 
believe, also, that it would lead to the 
diHoovery of nob mines in the Selkirk 
range, which is knowu to oontain moih 
Uiidovelopt'd wealth, tho oxplnrorn 
hitherto having bfen 'liscouruged by 
the ditiicultios met with in roaeliinL' 
that section; ilio uucertainiy ot the 
PUpplioK of provibions and itnplomenis 
of mioing, aOded to the ozpcn>-o o 
transi', bsviug completely discouraged 
the loineiR. It this roiid was coii" 
■truoted the tine open country botwocn 
the Thomphon river and ibe rang'>tf 
mountains tioidering ihn Columbia 
w juld be rapi'ily Heitled up, thus raak 
in4' tbe inTcsimont on the road a mo-i 
profitable soi.roe of revenue. We al^o 
sngi^OMied the conRirnci ion of th 
!E-quimalt Graung Doek, imotlier iin- 
meOiuio Houree ol pri^ti', In \ U\n euMe 
w© do not couiiBel tlio const ueilon ( I 
Ibe Dock by Goveruiu'-nt, which wi.uld 
be anything but a pr' fitable invexi- 
tneul of the taxpajets' monoy, in 
view ot the inevitiiblo jobbery that 
would follow any undoi lakiiig of the 
kinil liy tho Executive. But u cun- 
piii y might to lirrined of capii ulixtn, 
here if I'oasible, to which uid might be 
(xteidi'd.il neue-oaiy, in addiiion to 
the $100 000 offered by tho H me 
Govcri iiifcii' ; or a CfPiani I'aio ot in- 
lere^t riiiglii be i^uauuitoi-d tor a stipu 
lated numhei ol yt-arc, on tno /icniul 
-inveBimeni by such a compuny. The 
dbckago ol all Her Mi.joHiy's nbipH, 
when lequircd, would be guaranteed, 
and the labor attending the no- stary 
cleunir g and rejmirs, would bn saved 
to tho Colony. In ca-Uii| d okago we 
know, Irt-iui oft' npoaLed details in ibi- 
journal, that the eiUcrpriHO wouUi he 
very romnneraiivo and incroaning 
yearly ; as tbo cummeroe not merely 
ur own pons, but to those of Ihe 



pany) or a rata ot interest (should it 
be-ncoesRary to pay any) paid on snch 
portions of 'the capital as might be 

paid up by a company, would bo a 
profilablo alFair for tho Colony, as a 
largo and populous town would spring 
up at Esquimau, nnd add largely to 
the consumption both of homo produc- 
tions and du'iable arlioles. In neither 
ot iho foregoing instuncos for the in* 
vestment of the $100,000 ot tempor- 
ary debt proposed to bo repaid during 
the present fiscal yoar have wo stated 
anything which cannot bo readily vori- 
fiod by anyone interested from tho 
mosb reliable data ; and in both oases 
we have oonQnod ourselves to iu« 
stances familiar to all, bo much is our 
our dosiro to show how lacking wo 
'hould bo in economic scienoo it wo 
give away our hundred thousand doU 
lars, and oonsequently lose tho prutits 
upon that sum forever; we should al^o 
defer tor an indefinite time onr power 
of confering upou tbo Colony tho imo 
provements dobcribod, and thus lose 
the advantage'', perhaps forever, that 
I heir posdession would seoare to us. 
Time in tho present stage of oommor- 
oihI progress is overyihlng; a stop in 
a(ivanco (-f our neighbors iu any pub- 
lic undertaking secures to us propor- 
li'iiialo cumiuerolul hu (joriori ty, wtiicb 
brings with it a crowd ol benefits of 
inestimable value to a new oouuiry, 
bocaUBU oommevoo bricgs unfailingly 
wcukb and poi)ulation in its train, 
liovv imi)Oi tiujt,, then, is tho imruodiate 
aeiion ol ihu Joveriimoiit in Ibis mat 
ler, and tiow great will be tlio odium 
heaped upon the Exoomlvo if tho 0| 
purtunttios are allowed to slip from 
our fingers. There is uo period at 
wbioh tho Government could more 
surely earn popular respect aud conti 
donee than the present, by tho oxeroibc 
of promptitude.

Law Rblorni aud Law-iUakers. 



Editor Baixifcii Colonist, — In one 
of your recent i88U03 appeared tho 
copy of tho Bill rospociing tbo law of 
Partnership. It ia merely tho copy ot 
an Act passed by the ox-logislature of 
Vancouver Island, but never extended 
to tho Mainland. Tho provisions of 
tbo bill aro a rocont innovation and 
improvement on tbo English law of 
parinernhip. A ludicrous circumstance 
occurred when it lirst appeared before 
tbo Vancouver Island Legielativo 
Council. A certain dititinguished judge 
was presiding, a legal advisor of tho 
Crown, learned iu tbe law was thoro 
al.so, and with them eevoral other 
grave Senator.^. Tbcso sapient statot- 
men called tho bill novoral bard names, 
not very creditable to the AB*ombly.
